Seven French Capital Ships Now Accounted 
For First Lord Of Admiralty A. VY. Alex- 
ander Tells House Of Commons

LONDON, July 9.—A. V. Alexander, First Lord of the 
Admiralty, told the House of Commons today that the 
35,000-ton French dreadnaught Richelieu had been put out of 
commission by British air and naval action. 


The Richelieu, newest battleship in the French fleet, 
was attacked by British motor boats and British aircraft 
at Dakar, the French Senegal port in West Africa where it 
was lying. 


Alexander described the Richelieu as the “most modern 
and formidable capital ship in the world immediately avail- 
able for operations.’’ The Richelieu was completed by the 
French just before the armistice and was believed to have 
been at sea on trial runs when hostilities came to an end 
Alexander said that with the
